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proposed in the bill presented Mill extend the slack 
water pooh fifty-three and nine-tenths mile? above 
the present improvements, and will reach to Grog- 
gin's ferry, making in all one hundred and fortv- 
five miles from the mouth of the river.'' 

The construction of this work is vastlv im- 
portant to a very considerable portion of our 
State. It will benefit a region full of natural 
riches, which cannot conveniently be reached at the 
present time by railroads. Until its resources are so 
fully developed and its productions are so greatlv 
increased that the slack-water accommodation will 
not suffice for their transportation, it must depend 
upon the river for that purpose. 

We are gratified to observe this movement on the 
part of the people of that part of the State, and we 
hope it will be steadily continued uutU the accom- 
plishment of the object in view. It will have been 
seen that this work is included among those to be 
advanced by the extension of State aid to internal 
improvements, and we hope that proposition will for 
this reason find favor and warm support among the 
people of the counties bordering ui>oii the upper Ken- 
tucky, who are to be immensely benefited by the 
completion of the slack-water improvements of thut 
river. 




Kkntccky Rivkr Improvements. — We publish 
to-day the proceedings of a meeting of the citizens 
of Frankfort and Franklin county to take measures 
for the extension of the slack-water improvement 
of the Kentucky river. One of the richest portions 
of the whole State is drained by the Kentucky riv- 
er. Around the upper part of it and beyond the 
reach of the present improvements on the river are 
-clustered a bevy of the wealthiest counties in the 
ConaMiwealtB. We find in the report made to 
the House of Representatives, at the last session of 
our State Legislature, from the Committee on In- 
ternal Improvements, several allusions to this in- 
teresting region of central Kentucky and an urgent 
recommendation of the extension of the slack-water 
improvements, as far at least as Groggin's ferry, 
and the improvement of the upper portion of the 
river and its principal forks for downward naviga- 
tion. The report says "the improvements upon 
the Kentucky river, heretofore made, have not as 
yet proved profitable, for the simple reason that 
they were not carried far enough up the stream. 
The distance from the mouth to tho forks of the 
river is two hundred and thirty-eight miles. The 
pools now constructed extend but ninety-one and 
two-tenths miles above the mouth, leaving one hun- 
dred and forty-six and eight-tenths miles subject to 
all the uncertainties and dangers of unimproved 
navigation. Consequently but little or no trade 
from above the present slack-water pools is attempt- 
ed to be carried down the stream." 

The counties which border upon the upper part of 
the Kentucky river comprise an immense, rich, and 
productive agricultural district. The report of Col. 
Brown to the meeting at Frankfort shows 
of the whole wealth of the State i* 
I in this region. In addition to its agri- 
cultural resources, it contains valuable salines, vast 
quantities of excellent timber, and almost every 
varietyof coal and iron in inexhaustible quantities. 
All tOl elements of wealth only need means of 
transportation to render them available. At pres- 
ent Uiey are utterly valueless and unproductive. 
The coal on the upper Kentucky is not surpassed in 
quantity or variety by that of Pennsylvania, and 
there can be no doubt that, if the navigation of the 
Kentucky river was so improved as to admit of the 
safe and constant transportation even downwards 
only, the immense natural resources of that whole 
region would be speedily and fully developed, and 
the improvements would become not merely remu- 
nerative but very profitable. 

With these improvements the vast coal-fields 
upon the Kentucky river would be brought into 
competition with those of Pennsylvania in supply- 
ing all the markets upon the Mississippi river and 
the Ohio below the mouth of the Kentucky. The 
Advantages thus to be derived by the State are al- 
most incalculable. Pennsylania receives forty mil- 
lions of dollars a year f jr her coal alone. The de- 
mand for this fuel along the Ohio and Mississippi 
i constantly increasing, and Kentucky only needs 
i iternal improvements to render her coal-fields ac- 
cessible to make her the successful rival of Penn- 
aylvania in this rich and profitable trade. 

There is no question that the extension of the 
a'.a* k-water improvements on the Kentucky river 
will pay a handsome dividend. The bill presented 
at the last session of our State Legislature provided 
f i>r the construction of three additional locks, and also 
f\>r the improvement of the downward navigation of 
the upper part of the river. Alluding to the cost 
and profitableness of the extension, the committee, 
in their report, say: "The Chesapeake and Ohio 
Canal to the coal mines at Cumberland, a distance of 
over two hundred miles, penetrates a country nothing 
like so fertile as that bordering on the upper Ken- 
tuckyjsjtfThis canal relies almost exclusively upon 
coal forks tolls, and it has been constructed at a cost 
of more than sixty thousand dollars per mile. The 
fclack-water improvements of the Kentucky river 
will be infinitely superior to any canal and will cost 
not more than four thousand dollars per mile. The 
three additional locks for which appropriations are 



The Dam.as-Cu\rkxi>on Treaty.— The amend- 
ments with which this treaty was finally ratified by 
the Senate are .said to be substantially "a designa- 
tion of the boundaries of the Mosquito territory 
which shall l>e under the joint Protectorate, and the 
striking out of the clause which provided that slave- 
ry should not be introduced into the Bay Islands." 
If this statement is correct, and it probably is, we 
do not quite share the confidence of some of our 
contemporaries in England's prompt and cheerful 
acceptance of the amended treaty. The striking out 
of the anti-slavery clause in the treaty between 
England and Honduras may be all very well in 
itself, though entirely superfluous, but its accepta- 
bleness to England, and the policy of insisting upon 
it whether it is acceptable to her or not, is a very 
different thing. 

It is true we claimed in the discussion which arose 
under the Clayton-Bulwer treaty that the Bay 
Islands belonged to Honduras and not to England, 
and might therefore with some show of propriety 
object, if it were worth the trouble, that England 
should impose any restrictions at all upon those 
Islands in her treaty of cession with Honduras; but 
it is equally true that England from the first strenu- 
ously denied not only the correctness but the perti- 
nency of this claim of ours, and finally treated in- 
dependently with Honduras a* her only rightful 
antagonist in the question. She may accordingly 
assert with some degree of reason that when she 
satisfied the claim of Honduras she sup-wded that 
of the United States; and that whatever conditions 
Honduras may have chosen to accept iu the treaty of 
cession was her own business and not ours. This 
England may say without any great violence to the 
merits of the case, and she will be very likely to 
do it. 

The substance of the matter in a practical point 
of view is very simple. England claimed the Bav 
Islands by the right of conquest and uninterrupted 
occupancy. We traversed her claim, under the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, asserting that the B ly Is- 
lands belonged to Honduras, and were consequently 
within the prohibited limits of that convention. 
Protesting firmly and pointedly against the justness 
of this assertion, England, in order to relieve her- 
self of a perplexing and unprofitable subject, enter- 
ed at once into direct and independent negotiations 
with Honduras, which resulted in the cession of the 
Bay Islands to that State by the treaty of last Au- 
gust—thus satisfying our claim without technically 
abatiug her own. The arrangement was a very in- 
genious and happy one. We got all we wanted,' and 
England rid herself of a troublesome question, with- 
out the slightest detriment to her honor. This por- 
tion of the Central American imbroglio seemed 
fortunately solved, and the Dallas-Clarendon treaty, 
negotiated expressly to solve the rest of the difficul- 
ty, simply recognized the solution as a fixed fact. 
In other words, it virtually adopted the treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and Honduras as a part of the 
general settlement. It is now proposed to reject the 
whole thing, for it amounts to this or nothing, if 
Great Britain does not consent to strike out from her 
treaty with Honduras a clause which excludes the 
introduction of slavery into the Islands which she 
ceded by that instrument. Not content with the 
practical satisfaction of our demands, we must in- 
sist upon humbling England by exacting the confes- 
sion that she never had a shadow of right to the Bay 
Islands, but was a sneaking and insolent usurper 
from the beginning. Having triumphed over her 
claims, we seem anxious to triumph over her spirit 
also. She has lost everything but honor in the case 
and we appear to be in hot pursuit of that. 

We are greatly mistaken if England will submit 
to any further concessions on this poin:, and we do 
not think it the part either of fairness or discretion 
to attempt to exact them. The clause in dispute is of 
no earthly importance to us, and, if it were, we can't 
expunge it without requiring Great Britain to re- 
consider a solemn treaty which she has concluded 
on her own responsibility with an independent State, 
and thus to drink the lees of a cup of which (notwith- 
standing the stupidity of our diplomatists) she has 
already quaffed so much of the bitter liquor. 
Would this be wise or proper? Are we to tolerate 
no deviation from the strict line of our utmost de- 
ra inds? Do gentlemen think that in a great inter- 
national settlement like the one in hand the conces- 
sions are to be all on one side, and that either party 
can expect to realize the last tittle of what it fan- 
cies to be its technic il rights? If they do, they are 
utterly unfit to be entrusted with affairs of such vast 
moment. We shall of courso be well pleased if 
England finds it consistent with her honor to accept 
the treaty as amended by the Senate at Washington, 
but, if she cannot, as is not unlikely, we hope the 
treaty will be finally ratified without the obnoxious 
amendment. It is certainly to be regretted that the 
success of the treaty should be endangered and the 
two countries kept still longer in a state of feverish 
•■•Dense for tha sake of so very paltry a crotchet .

Westminster Review.— The current number of 
this free and masterly Quarterly opens with a re- 
view of the poet Young. The reviewer handles the 
poet without gloves, but perhaps on this very ac- 
count gets all the nearer to the marrow of his subject. 
Whatever at all events may be thought of the just- 
ness of his treatment, its consummate vigor and 
finish will lie universally conceded. "The Capabil- 
ities and Disabilities of Women" are discussed 
in the second article with fullness, boldness, and 
power. The third article is on "English Law: Its 
Oppression and Confusion." It is an exceedingly 
able paper, not unworthy of Sir Samuel Romilly 
himself. The writer portrays some of the most 
prominent defects of the existing English Law, but 
despairs of their correction until the people are more 
fairly represented in the House of Commons. He 
would have Parliamentary reform as the condition 
of legal reform. The article, notwithstanding this 
somewhat extreme exaction, is eminently practical 
in its spirit. A clear and comprehensive account of 
the "State of Parties in Italy since 1848" is given 
in the fourth article, from the most advanced stand- 
point of literal politics. But for the terse and thor- 
oughly English style, it might have been written by 
Kossuth or Mazzini. The projected "Revision of 
the English Bible" is next examined and commen- 
ded iu an article of remarkable force and intelli- 
gence. The seventh article is an admirable discus- 
sion of the phenomena of "Boiling Water" and 
the eighth and last is a learned and attractive notice 
of "The Mysteries of Cefalonia." The survey of 
contemporary literature is even more interesting and 
complete than usual. 



Charitable.— The critic of the New York Tri- 
bune, in the course of a remarkably genial and sub- 
tle notice of Stoddard's new volume of poems, thus 
graciously indicates the rank of the poet: 

If he does not belong to the spontaneous order of 
poets from whose heart song gushes as from the 
breast of the sky-lark, nor to those solemn spirits of 
prophetic unction who speak from "winged steed or 
Stygian boat" the word that comes to them as a di- 
vine burden, he is not to l>e confounded with the 
poets of culture and art, like Pope and Rogers, who 
never rise above the limits of the conventional and 
commonplace, and seek to hide the frigiditv of their 
conceptions beneath a vail of brave, sonorous lan- 
guage. 

Mr. Stoddard, who is a sort of miniature likeness 
of Alexander Smith, must certainly feel deeply in- 
debted to his critic for so promptly repelling the 
thought (which might otherwise have arisen) that 
he is no better than such poets as Pope and Rogers! 
What a mortifying misconception he ha3 escaped.

Who Owns Dred Scott. — The recent important 
decision of the United States Supreme Court returns 
Dred Scott and his family to slavery, and he is now 
the property of the wife of Dr. Chaffee, the Repul>- 
lican member of Congress from the Springfield 
(Mass.) district. The facts in the case are simply 
these: Some years since. Dr. Chaffee, then a widow- 
er, married the widow of Dr. Emerson, of Missouri, 
who had died, leaving to his wife and only daughter 
a considerable slave property. Among these slaves 
were Dred Scott and his family ; and as Dr. Emer- 
son, in the performance of his duties as a surgeon in 
the United States Army, had carried this family into 
Illinois, they, on his death, claimed their freedom, 
and brought a suit to enforce it. This suit, thus 
brought, was defended by the administrator of the 
estate on behalf, and with the consent of the wife of 
Dr. Chaffee and her daughter, who were the heirs at 
law. The decision of the Bench that Dred Scott 
was not a citizen of the United States, and could not 
sue in the United States Court, has remanded him 
and his family to the chattlehood of Mrs. Chaffee. 

Heavy Highway Robbery in Cincinnati.— On 
Monday night Mr. Solomon Wolf, a merchant of 
Springlield, Ohio, was met on Twelfth street by a 
couple of men, one of whom drew forth a weapor, 
probably a slung shot, struck him a violent blow on 
the head with it, which felled him to the ground, and 
rendered him insensible for some time, during which 
interval they rifled him of a pocket-book 
$8,050, mostly in large bills.

Washington, March 15, 1807. 
The Union of yesterday morning alludes to the 
fact that the following named States have vet to 
elect members to the next House of Representatives: 
Rhode Island. Connecticut, Maryland, Virginia, 
North Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Kentuckv, Tennessee, Texas, and Mis- 
souri. Both the L'nion and the lesser organ, the 
Star, urge upon the Democrats in those States to 
put forth an extra effort to "secure the seven gains 
still necessary" in order to give the House of Rep- 
resentives to the Democracy. This is a "close 
shave," and on the elections in those States depend 
very important results. The Senate "Democratic" 
but the House "opposition," the Administration 
would not have "a good time" in consummating the 
public business; and, where money was necessary, 
it could not carry out all its measures; for the House 
mi^ht stubbornly refuse to sanction every streak of 
policy. The opponents of the Administration are 
also awake to the importance of the Congressional 
contests in the al*>ve turned States; and hence a 
lively, a very lively, contest may reasonably be an- 
ticipated. 

The Indiana contested election cases are left un- 
determined, and, therefore, there can be no further 
action upon them until the next session. The Sen- 
ate, just before the adjournment sine die, altered the 
journal of the former session, by striking out the en- 
try that Mr. Bright's credentials had been referred 
to the committee on the judiciary. This left Mr. 
Fitch's credentials only in the possession of that 
committee, which had agreed upon and did report a 
resolution providing for all parties to take testimony 
in Indiana, before the proper legal tribunals, in re- 
lation to certain issues raised by the sitting mem- 
bers. But no vote was taken on this resolution 
While it was pending, Mr. Bright commenced ba 
did not finish a speech, and gave way for an Execu- 
tive session, which continued until too bate an hour 
to resume business with open doors. And, yesterday, 
there was but one hour remaining in which to finish 
up the odds and ends of the called session, including 
action upon various appointments by the President 
of the United States.

Punishment witJi Pepper in Africa. — One of the 
roost common and terrible punishments inflicted upon 
disobedient boys is to rub red pepper into their eyes.

moderately long whale-boat and walk aft aud drop 
it into hot water and cook it. Vlamming, the Dutch 
navigator, who vir-ited St. Paul's in 10117, mentions 
this fact, and if any of your readers should feel 
disposed to doubt the truth of this statement, I beg 
to refer them to Horsburgh's Sailing Directory to 
the East for a description of this remarkable lagoon.

perial central observatory of Russia. The extreme 
diameter of the object-glass of the Cambridge teles- 
cope is 15 J .£ English inches: the effective aperture 1 
in 14 and 95-100ths inches; the solar focus is 22 feet j 
six inches; the distance from the outer surface of j 
the object-glass to the point of intersection of the 
declination and polar uxus, is 13 feet and 7 inches; , 
and from the same point to the solar focus of the ob- 
ject-glass it is 8 feet and 1 1 inches. The centre of 
motion of the telescope is 12 feet and 9 inches above 
the floor of the dome. The polar axis of the instru- 
ment is of steel; its length, from the end-!»earing of 
its lower pivot to its junction with the bed of the 
declination-nxis is 3 feet 10 inches, and its liearings 
are 2 feet 8 inches apart. The friction on the upper 
bearing of the axis is relieved by two friction-rollers, 
7 inches in diameter, attached to the short arm of 
a lever, which moves on a steel pin passing through 
it lx»iow the axle.

German Society.— The European correspondent 
of the Newark Daily Advertiser writei> from Berlin 
as follows:

Humanity exist- here, 
certainly, with all its elements, and in a high state 
of development, too; yet life is chilled with fogs, 
suffocated with smoke", soured with cabbage, and 
drenched with lieer. Sour sauces are, in fact, as 
Teutonic as bitter all. True, they are a steady go- 
ing people. Thev make things to last forever, but 
are forever making them. \out neck is safe on 
their railways, and so it is on a donkey. 

The sorriest pictures in Wilhelm Meister are faith- 
ful transcript- — of the beau ntonde, as of the menu 
peuple. Cicisbeism is quite as prevalent as in Italy, 
where it is less philosophical and more decent. The 
"elective affinities" have the freest scope in the po- 
lite-t circles; with whom morality is aesthetic, and 
religion "one with the perfect ami beautiful." Thus 
finely organized souls can exist only in freedom, 
which must suffer no restraint; for love needs no re- 
strictions, being a law unto itself. As all virtue is 
from within, the external relations are of little con- 
sequence, and mav be superseded, in obedience to 
the higher law, without sullying the purity of the 
eifie shone teelr. This practical transcendentalism is 
everywhere visible in fashionable life. Matrimony 
is a vulgar convention, that may lie "honored in the 
breach." They tell us of a fashionable lady who 
played w hist a" whole evening with her three hus- 
bands — tw o of course having been repudiated ac- 
cording to law, in favor of "the friend of the faini- 
lv "— the cavuUere servente of Italy. Heaven b« 
praised for the "pruderv" of our matchless Ameri- 
can women! May they never be indoctrinated in 
the higher law! 

Nor is the boasted University education morally 
lietter for the ruder sex. The young men drink, 
6inoke, fight duels, and philosophize the soul out of 
man, and God out of the universe. One in a score, 
perhaps, becmes a man and a scholar, as well in 
spite of the University as by its aid; but thousands 
return home maimed in body and soul. I.et no am- 
bitious American father send his sou here to com- 
plete his education. The chances are altogether 
against him. His faith is scarcely less exjiosed than 
his morals. Think of the confusion of tongues! 
The most intrepid statist would not venture to esti- 
mate the jarring theories and philosophies on every 
possible question. In the absence of any sovereign 
authority, every man teaches "that which seemeth 
good in his owu eyes," and the temple resounds 
with the jargon. A new interpretation of an old 
text makes a new school; the critic wins that emi- 
nence by a fresh paradox, the historian by a cita- 
tion, the romancer by a phrase of love, or the unex- 
pected effect of a murder; and each claims the di- 
ploma for discovery. What a war of dilemmas, 
metaphors, aud citation.-! The old scholastic strifes 
were nothing to it. We may datter ourselves that 
the age for mere logical pastimes has gone by, but 
attempts to reach the "absolute" by abstracting the 
laws of logic, and representing them as realities, 
through the dialectic subtlety of words, are as ri]«e 
as ever. Hegel's hardihood of abstraction survives 
iu many a disciple.

soon found they had gone too far. Mr. B;;chtell 
was a gentleman of property in Ohio. He could no 
longer make title to his estate. The young lady, 
who reigned as a village belle, soon found she had 
been trifling w ith a serious matter. It was an act 
of youthful indiscretion for which the law had pro- 
vided no remedy. 

Excitement in DnJkWAS* — Unsuccessful Attempt 
to Capture Fiif/Utee Slaves. — Oa Tuesday morning 
last our tow n was throw n into much commotion in 
consequence of an almost successful attempt to cap- 
ture eight runaway sl.ives. for which rewards are of- 
fered of upwards of threa thousand dollars. It 
seems that sometime during Monday a man came 
to Sheriff Green with the informatiou that he had 
discovered eight runaway negroes, and had made 
arrangements to have them iu Dover that night, the 
negroes supposing they were to be concealed in 
town until the next night and then wend their way 
upwards. Accordingly, about i o'clock on Tuesday 
morning the man and" the negroes appeared at the 
jail. While the Sheriff was dressing they all enter- 
ed the jail, went up rtairs in the dark, found an open 
room and went into it, but there being no fire they 
came out into the entry. 

Bv this time the sheriffhad dressed and followed 
them up stairs, supposing that he would rind them 
in one of the rooms and that all he would have to do 
would be to close aud bolt the door. Ou discover- 
ing that they were all in the entry, the sheriff re- 
turned to his room for his revolver. The negroes, 
anxious to get to a fire, followed him down and w ere 
all in the sheriff's room, where his wifemd chil- 
dren were asleep, before he could seize his revolver. 
By this time the suspicions of one of the negroes 
were aroused, and with the exclamation "he didn't 
like de looks ob de place; Pse gwine out o'dis;" he 
bolted for the window. The sheriff seized him and 
while engaged in the struggle the rest of the negroes 
burst through another window and escaped, first 
scattering the fire over the floor, the man standing 
trembling iu the door like the veriest craven heart- 
ed coward. 

The sheriff, alarmed by his family and the fire, 
let go the negro for a moment, when in an instant 
he bounded through the window and was gone. Thus 
they all escaped. Six of them were tracked to a 
house in Camden, but the officers could not enter for 
the want of sufficient warrant, which the magistrates 
said they had no power to give. On Tuesday night, 
it is currently reported, the six were conveyed to 
the house of "a man residing near Willow Grove, 
whence thev were forwarded up the country bv the 
forest roads, or rather on the underground railroad. 
The other two were seen, shortly after the escape 
from the jail, going out of Dover in a northerly di- 
rection. The fault of the escape is attributable en- 
tirely to the hoggishneas of the man who tolled the 
negroes into Dover. Greed/ to get the whole re- 
ward, he would not permit a small force to share 
with him, and he got none. TLe negroes were all 
armed with cudgels and pistols. The rewards offer- 
ed for their apprehension vary from 8300 to 1 400 
each.-ZW {Del.)

Kf..\tu« kv River Navigation.— At an adjourn- 
ed meeting of the citizens of Frankfort and Franklin 
ounty on Saturday, the Hon. Mason Brown, from 
the committee appointed at a previous meeting, 
made the following report, which was unanimously 
adopted, viz: 

Your cvmmivee resjicctftilly report: That the publica- 
tions in several parts of the State, directing public atten- 
tion to the completion of the Lock- and Dams on the Ken- 
tucky river, deserve the serious consideration of the citi- 
rcus of the river counties, as also of the State at large. 

Such an improvement, by penetrating and bringing into 
action and immediate availability the immense coal and 
mineral resource* of that region, would not only add great- 
ly to the wealth and resources of the State, but also be of 
Incalculable value to a large portion of her citizens, who 
are every- year becoming more and more de|iendent upon 
that region tor coal, one of the first necessit lei of life. 

Hut this is not all. Those vast resources of coal. iron, 
minerals, salt, lumber, &c. now loekrd up in the moun- 
tains, would give, thrifty prosperity and wealth, by their 
export, to that fair but neglected region of our State, and 
corresponding advantage* to the consumers below; while 
the upward and downward navigation would respectively 
bear to each region all the comforts and necessaries of life. 

We do not regard it necessary at present to go into a de- 
tail of the benefits that w ould result from such a work; nor, 
indeed, to discuss the best mode of its accomplishment. We 
can at present only respond to the sentiments which have 
keen elsewhere expressed, and signify our willingness to 
unite cordially in any matured aud practicable scheme

The Kentucky river, from the mouth to the middle fork, 
measures 275 miles. From Lock No. 6 to the same ]>oint. it 
measures 175 miles. Since the experience acquired in the 
construction and use of the former locks, it is stated by 
those who are supposed to lie well-advised on the subject 
that nine more locks will complete the navigation, and that 
they can be constructed at a cost not exceeding SjisJ.lMKJ 
each. That they can be easily rendered, by proper con- 
struction, water-tight, and thu« afford a continued naviga- 
tion at all seasons of the year when the river is not frozen. 
Thus a cost not exceeding jji.Vlo.000 will complete and make 
available the whole navigation from the mouth up, a dis- 
tance of 275 miles— making the cost of the improvement, 
now nece**ary t less than the cost of an ordinary turnpike 
from the mouth to the Three Forks.

Here then we have eighty-eight million thirty-seven 
thousand three hundred aud eighty-two dollars of proper- 
ty taken at its taxed value, and two million four hundred 
and thirteen thousand three hundred and fifty -four acres 
of land, all dependent on the river as consumers or pro- 
ducers.

443), 
have neglected so long in accomplishing all that can be de- 
aired, at no greater a» outlay than would be incurred in 



making an ordinary turnpike road. 

That it will ultimately be accomplished no roan can 
doubt That it should be speedily done, both interest and 
neeewlty are hourly teaching us. 

In this expose we have said nothing of many other coun- 
ties adjacent but not touched by the river, but which uever- 
thelessare in some measure dependent on and all of which 
would be greatly benefited by the improvement All that 
is tmmmmrf it that the work should b.t approached with 
the proper spirit and energy, aud it seems impossible but 
that it can be accomplished. 

Wc think that it would be premature to suggest any mode 
for the accomplishment of this work. This should be left 
to the matured consideration of a convention to be held at 
a suitable time and place, by delegates to be chosen by 
those counties who are interested, and such convention 
should determine on the character of a charter, if under- 
taken by a company, and of such other aid as can be given 
to the enterprise.

Getty is fifty-two years 
of age, and is the head of a large and highly respec- 
table family. Albert was a bachelor, about the 
same age, and was a good-natured, jocose man.

Speaking of the insult offered him, which led to 
the death of Sherrard, the Governor gave a detailed 
account of the transaction, and the manner in which 
his assassination had lieen previously planned. His 
own firmness, however, prevented its execution. 
Sherrard, the Governor states, with three others, 
waylaid him in the hall of the legislature. He dis- 
covered them, and knew their purpose, and when 
Sherrard syoke to him he made no reply, but passed 
on, when Sherrard spat upon his back several times. 
As soon as these facts became known a public meet- 
ing was held, composed principally of pro-slavery 
men, for the purpose of denouncing the act. It was 
at this meeting that Sherrard was shot. 

When the resolutions were read, Sherrard said 
that any per.-on who endersed them "was a liar, a 
coward, and a aeoundrel." Mr. Shepperd then rose 
and stated that he endorsed them, and was neither a 
liar, scoundrel nor coward. Sherrard then drew his 
revolver and commenced shooting at Shepperd, who 
received three balls in his body. Mr. S. then snap- 
ped a pistol at Sherrard. but it failing fire, he rushed 
upon him and struck him with his weapon. They 
were separated, and Sherrard then drew another 
pistol and advanced uj»n Jones, whom he had pre- 
viously insulted hecuusu he was a member of the 
Governor's household. Jones, perceiving hi- dan- 
ger, drew a pistol in self-defence; a numl>er of shots 
were then lired at the same time, and Sherrard fell. 

Among other things, the Governor complains most 
bitterly of the annoyances which he suffered in the 
obstruction and mutilation of his correspondence.
